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Autobiography 


A Born Leader

A PERSON is the sum of his memories. The statement rings even more true when one considers the case 
of people whose memories are erased by a really, traumatic accident or illness. We they speak of their 
personality as having changed; they are no longer the people they once were, no longer able to relate to 
their friends and loved ones, not even the most casual acquaintances. 


Our century is a century of change. Everywhere our identities are challenged and threatened. It becomes 
an effort to remain ourselves. Hence my eagerness in sharing with you, dear friend, the memories of my 
life - memories which have made me what I am. 


A Silver Jubilee such as the one I celebrated this year as a Realtor provides me with the opportunity - call 
it excuse - for gathering my memories together. While magic onstage is said to be mostly done with 
mirrors, I have chosen to employ pictures - a few among the very many I have accumulated over the 
years, some of them yellowing with age, pictures of a tiny, far-away barrio where my humble life had its 
beginnings. 


I was born in a remote section of Mandaue City, in Cebu, the Philippines, on 11 November. My parents, 
Severo Ranili Basiga and Serapia Seno Dabon had four children: Avelina, Policronio, Soledad (my 
baptismal name), and Estefa. My family was poor, and early on we learned the most basic lesson of life, 
that success and hard work always go hand in hand. There was plenty of time for child's play, and the 
whole sleepy, pastoral, almost paradisal barrio was our playground. No expensive toys, in fact no toys 
except what we could invent. One really had to use one's imagination and ingenuity. 


Success came early in the form of highest honors from the grade school I attended, Cabancalan 
Elementary School. From age five, prizes in declamation and academics came easily to me. I had the 
happiness of having very appreciative parents, generous and supportive teachers, and friends who wished 
me ever more and more success. 


Then my father died. I was eleven, a happy child - too happy in fact, for I was not prepared to accept this 
first hard fact of life. My father's death hurt me very deeply. I no longer wanted to continue schooling. 
This was complicated by the need for Mother to work in order to keep the family alive. Still she made it 
her supreme campaign to keep me in school, even when I had to enter the higher grades in a public school 
in downtown Mandaue. Another complication was that I had to walk some seven miles a day to and from 
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school. But my mother's persistence paid off, and I was able to finish grade school properly. After that, 
more hard work became my daily bread. In what seemed to be very far-away Cebu City, where I had to 
enroll at the Provincial High School, the cost of schooling and commuting was high. I started working 
part-time, doing laundry work. This most humble of occupations sustained me for the better part of four 
years. I was even able to go to the Business School of Southern College (now the University of Southern 
Philippines) until the war broke out and all organized life came to a stand still. 


At this time I discovered literature. Poetry in our native tongue had a special allure for me. By age 14 I 
had a whole sheaf of poems ready for any occasion, any audience. One poem about the ugliness of war 
stands out in my memory, because it was my most requested number. I soon marshaled this love for 
literature to help people forget the woes of wartime. I organized and headed a group known as Young 
Bachelors Club and another called Dramatic Club. It was hard to tell who enjoyed our performances 
more; those on stage or those on the ground. But we were much in demand, our numbers and 
performances increasing as the years of war dragged on. 


After the war I found employment as a bookkeeper and business manager for Mrs. Aquilina R. Velez, 
with whom I stayed for four years. It was an experience that sharpened my business acumen, and helped 
me grow as a responsible person. The money came in handy. Soon I was able to build my mother a decent 
house, where she lived until she, too, passed away. 


During these years, although life was hectic and work of prime importance, romance came in the person 
of Carsiolo Famarin, a native of Aklan, Philippines. He was an American citizen with an honorable 
discharge from the United States Army. We were married on February 5, 1950, and in August of that 
same year we decided to migrate to the United States. We settled down in San Francisco, California and 
started raising children. The next ten years I spent as a housewife, taking care of our four children: Sally 
Anne, Cathay, Rudy, and Rose Marie. 


When my youngest, Rose Marie entered kindergarten, I started attending Real Estate School. Mrs. Lucille 
Dedier Meyer, Realtor of House and Homes Realty, enrolled me at Chamberlain Real Estate School in 
San Francisco, after which I started working for House and Homes, spending two years as real estate 
salesman. Encouraged by my success, I decided to go for my broker's license and attended Harlowe's Real 
Estate School in 1962. I passed the examination given by the Division of Real Estate in California and 
opened my own office, Famarin Realty. Business was blooming - again due to hard work - and my next 
step was to expand my office, accommodating more personnel and tendering more services. In 1963 a 
bigger office was opened in the Sunset-Parkside area of San Francisco, by which time I became the first 
Filipina Woman Realtor in California. Although my business sported a new name, United Homes Realty, 
I still retained Famarin Realty for sentimental reasons. 


In 1962 the business began to include the services of a Notary Public, when I became a chartered member 
of the American Society of Notaries. Complete real estate service since 1965 included the following: 
Notary Public, United Homes Insurance Service, General Insurance, Business Opportunities, and Travel 
Consultancy. Then in 1975 I, received my Income Tax Diploma from H & R Block of San Francisco, and 
took my license as Real Property Securities Dealer in 1980. Meanwhile I obtained a license to run an 
ambulatory home for the aged. With my civic and community experience paving the way for more 
involvement in the community life of San Francisco. 


I started to be involved in spearheading campaigns of political figures by supporting their programs 
before the Filipino community. Most of the candidates were victorious, but that, of course, is due to their 
own hard work. "What is beyond doubt is " that my involvement in the candidacy of these successful men 
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and women made them aware of the importance of the Filipino - which in turn gave our ethnic group not 
a few benefits. 


In 1967 I revisited the Philippines - rediscovered is probably a better world. That confrontation with my 
roots left such a deep impression on me that it has guided most of my actuations since, especially my 
small efforts to make the Santo Nino de Cebu known and loved (and rediscovered) by other Filipinos 
wherever I go. Being a resident of San Francisco made it necessary for me for the Santo Nino to have a 
grand fiesta every year, in January, just like in good old Cebu. My efforts in this area succeeded to the 
point that the City Fathers endorsed and applauded the celebration each year, and each year the number of 
devotees increased by leaps and bounds. The late Mayor Moscone once expressed the opinion that my 
spearheading the annual fiesta, complete with solemn procession of the image through the streets of 
downtown San Francisco, was the most important single item among my accomplishments. It required a 
lot of effort, patience amid trials, and courage, but the Santo Nino saw to it that I had a good supply of 
those qualities. 


The Pastor of St. Joseph's Parish in downtown San Francisco was so touched by the enthusiasm displayed 
by the Filipino community - and by non-Filipinos as well - that he threw the doors of his church wide 
open for the devotion. So that in 1980 the Santo Nino was enthroned in St. Joseph's church, waiting for 
the day when He will have a place of His own, a shrine that will house His image, and a cultural and 
spiritual capital for transplanted Filipinos in San Francisco. As the Pastor, Father James A. McGee 
summed it up, "The Santo Nino can really bring a dying parish back to life again." Words of inspiration 
that spurred me on to bring the devotion to other Filipinos outside of California, even to Canada and far- 
away Australia. 


Between 1971 and 1976 people who were supportive of my efforts and my humble person saw it fit to 
give me recognition, in the form of testimonial banquets. These were mostly occasioned by my having 
made it into the pages of Who's Who in the Golden State and Who's Who of American Women, and my 
being the "First Filipino" to hold three important positions in the City and County of San Francisco 
(including Landmarks Commissioner, City Planning, and Child Health Commissioner). Awards and 
Recognitions came from the President of the United States, California's Governor Jerry Brown, Mayor 
Joseph Alioto of San Francisco, and appreciative public authorities of the Philippines. The California 
State Senate and Assembly issued the Certificate of Honor on my behalf three times. An especially 
touching gesture came from my own hometown, Mandaue City, whose public square witnessed an 
unforgettable evening of songs and dances, and poetry and prose. Also, the food was delicious, as only 
Filipino food can be. 


Lest I paint a picture too rosy to be true, let me admit, that, all throughout, there have been jarring notes, 
moments of defeat and discouragement. Perhaps the hardest thing I had to contend with was envy and 
jealousy on the part of some leaders and people around me, including close friends. While I have grown 
stronger because of this challenge, I can only wish that there had been more friendliness and sincerity. I 
often wondered how I could forge ahead. Now I know; the Santo Nifio has the explanation of the mystery 
that my son-in-law, Andre, mentioned to my daughter so many times: "Mom Just don't give up. She just 
keeps on going." 


This is the main reason why my best efforts have been spent, not with my business as a Realtor, but with 
my work of multiplying the Holy Child's devotees allover: Oakland, Union City, Seattle, New York, San 
Jose, Nevada, Merced-Stanislaus, Wisconsin, San Diego, Sacramento, Hawaii, British Columbia, 
Australia, and West Germany. Other places are soon to follow, given good health and leisure which good 
business allows. 
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So much for memories by way of the written word. The rest will be done with pictures, if you have the 
patience to wade through the succeeding pages. Indeed, it has been a full life: full of friends, projects, 
accomplishments. And I know that there will be more while life goes on, for I believe that service to God 
and country never ends. You just rest, but you never finish. 
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Summing it Up 

The year is 1950, newly married earlier in the year on February 5, Sally boarded a ship, the S. S. General 
W. H. Gordon, on her way to a new life in San Francisco, CA on July 28". She was pregnant with her 
first child. Her autobiography pretty much sums up the life she created and early career. Read on to learn 
her involvement in the San Francisco community through the years.. 
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I have no doubt, if she were living today she would continue to be a force in the Filipino American 
community. Decades later, she would be an influencer and have a huge social media presence.

This highlights her life, personality and who she was in her heart. Our Mother was filled with love. She 
had many, many friends, acquaintances and business associates around the globe. Family was #1! She 
took pride in us all, including grand-children and sons and daughter in-laws. You will find in her 
autobiography she was a very busy woman. What it does not tell is her colorful and creative side. 


I am impressed with the life style our parents were able to offer us, especially migrating from the 
Philippines in 1950 to the United States, during a time when diversity was not known. Well, Mom 
migrated in 1950. Dad was already living in the United States, having migrated in 1930 and later became 
acitizen. If our parents struggled, we did not know. They had a nice apartment and many circles of 
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friends. By 1955 we lived in our own home in the Bernal Heights District of San Francisco, later moving 
to the Richmond and Sunset Districts. 


We were always dressed up! Our Dad in suits and Mom in nice dresses, including evening wear. We 
kids were always dressed up too. Parties all the time at our home or of friends. I remember many at 
South Park. While growing up Mom made our clothes and hers. She has sewn her own wardrobe 
encompassing evening gowns, Filipina dresses, everyday clothing and coats. She spent hours beading 
dresses with pearls, sequence or beads. She also sewed draperies and bedspreads. She crocheted doilies 
and table coverings. She cooked, made preserves from scratch and baked. Where did she ever learn all 
these skills! She personally did home improvement projects; painting in or outside buildings, laid brick, 
put up wallpaper, tiled walls or tables and did landscaping. She was the Sally-of ALL-Trades. She was 
so creative. 


She created scrapbooks by hand during a time there were no computers or printers in the household. She 
was loved by friends. People would come to her to talk about their troubles or call just to talk about 
anything. She loved to travel. Besides going back to the Philippines several times, she has been to many 
places throughout the United States, Mexico, Europe, Canada, Caribbean and the Holy Land. 


She loved to play Nintendo! especially Zelda. She really got into this game. I could not believe it! We 
played dominoes when the family got together. Family gatherings were always special, never enough 
time though. Loads of laughter. We got together mainly during the holidays or special occasions. She 
loved to play the nickel machines at Reno or Tahoe. Talk about a person with all the Luck. I guess it had 
a lot to do with attitude. 


Dance! Dance! Dance! She loved to dance. Many weekends she would go out dancing with girlfriends 
dancing. Laughter! She loved to laugh. There was always laughter when around her. She was fun! Not 
a boring person at all. 


Well, our parents divorced in 1962. She was married two more times after that. John Henry Upsher 
Atkinson was her 2nd husband for a short period. But, after the separation, John was still part of the 
family, always there frequently....on special occasions or did things with or for her. This goes to show 
the type of person she was. She continued to maintain a strong friendship; even after her 3rd marriage to 
Weddie Cabreros. Both John (Jan 2003) and Weddie (Dec 1995), have passed now. 


Sally moved on to her next life in 1992. She is buried at Holy Cross Cemetery in Colma, Ca. Today her 
family resides in the San Francisco Bay Area.

The embattied International 
Hetel in San Franclace will be 
listed on the National Register 
of Cultural and Historical sites us 
« cultura) landmark for Filipinos. 

This listing is the result of the 
approval by the State Historical 
Resources Commission in Sacra- 
mento of the recommendation of 
the San Francisco Landmarks 
Board nominating the Hotel as « 
cultural landmark. 
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The commission voted 5-0 for 
the recommendation, and its ac- 
tion highlighted the need for the 
preservation of the Hotel as a 
landmark in the historical and 
cultural experience of the Fill- 
pinos of San Francisco. 

The Landmarks Board of the 
city, on motion of Commissioner 
Sally Famarin, and seconded by 
Commissioner Marge Warnecke, 
voted 8-0 In faver of the applica- 
tion designating the Hotel ae « 
cultural landmark. 

Dr. Knox Mallon, Director of 
Perks and Recreation Depart- 
ment under which the state com- 
mission operates, explained that 
this “designation” will assist in 
safeguarding the Hotel from 


demolition, but will not complete- 
ly insure that the city govern- 
ment will not issue a permit to 
demolish the Hotel. 

“It will, however, be reluctant 
to do so,” Dr. Mallon emphasized. 

Commissioner Famarin, in 
making the motion for the ap- 
plication, which was submitted 
to the city beard by « supporter 
of the Hotel, said that the hotel 
is the “most sppropriate site for 
a cultural landmark for Filipi- 
nos” im the city, and that “The 
hotel was the home of many ear- 
ly Filipine immigrants to the 
United States. It waa the center 
of their cultural and soctal acttyt- 
thes, and it was for thie reason 
that a portion of Chinatown was 
once called Manilatewn.”

CULTURAL LANDMARK 


The State Historical Resource Commission in 
Sacramento recently approved the recommenda- 
tion of the San Francisco Landmarks Board nomi- 
nating the International Hotel here as a ‘‘cultural 
landmark."’ The p 


landmark."’ The proposal has been passed on to 
Washington, D.C. and has been nominated to be 
put on the National Register of Historic Places as a 
“historic structure.”” 

Now listed in the National Register, the his- 
toric Kearny Street sturcture, will become eli- 
gible for several considerations: 

1. Makes private property owners eligible 
to be considered for federal grants-in-aid for his- 
toric preservation through state programs. 

2. Provides protection through comment by 
the Advisory Council on the Historic Preservation 
on the effect of federally financed, assisted, or 
licensed undertakings on historic properties, as 
stated in Section 106 of the National Historic 
Preservation Act of 1966 and Executive Order 
11593, 

Previously, when the proposal was before the 
National Register, the Register would inform the 
present owners, Four Seas Development Corp., of 
its status and give them time to reply. 

The significance of the State Commission 
action is that according to some the special status 
of the International Hotel was based on socio- 
cultural importance to the Filipino community. 
Architecturally, the building is not of any sig- 
nificance, admitted one supporter. Supporters 
think that this is the first time in the state’s history 
that any building was placed in this special status 
based on “socio-cultural” reasons. 
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The newly gained status of the hotel does not 
prevent the issuance of city demolition permits. 
Dr. Knox Mellon, director of the S.F. Parks and 
Recreation Department, said that this designation 
will assist in safeguarding the hotel from demo- 
lition but will not completely insure that the 
city government will not issue a permit to demo- 
lish the hotel. “‘It,”” adds Dr. Mellon, “‘will, how- 
ever, be reluctant to do so.” 

The action of the state body was initiated 
by the recommendation of the San Francisco 
Landmarks Commission. 

Mrs. Sally Famarin, a Filipino member of 
the city body, testified before the nine-member 
city board urging passage of the proposal. 

She said that since her arrival here in the 
United States 27 years ago, Filipinos have always 
referred to this block of Kearny Street as Manila- 
town, She said that although the building does not 
have any architectural distinction, the building 
has an “ethnic identity in San Francisco for one 
group, the Filipinos.” 

Although the Filipinos have established them- 
selves in other parts of the city, and even when 
the “‘oldtimers’”’ are no longer around, Famarin 
said the “International Hotel remains important to 
ther (Filipinos) . . . because of the struggle of the 
younger people for the past several years to save it 
from demolition.’’ 

After Ms. Famarin’s plea, the S.F Landmarks 
Commission voted unanimously to pass their 
recommendation to the State. Their action re- 
versed previous attempts in 1969 to place it in the 
favored designation.

It started in 1968. Sally had a burning desire to bring the devotion of the Holy Infant Jesus to the Bay 
Area and have a grand fiesta every year, in January, just like in Cebu. The Santo Nino de Cebu 
International Association was formed. Bring in the members she did with many fellow Cebuanos. 


Success was the impact of the efforts she put out for a memorable and successful fiesta year to year. 


During a time there was no technology, no computers, equipped with a typewriter, paper, paste, scissors 
and pen, every year she spent hours prepping the program to deliver to the printer for the annual fiesta or 
other events held by the association. 


Through the years she sent letters to congressmen, senators, the governor and mayor, city and state 
officials, and the Presidents of the United States with invites to attend, or for personal messages to 
celebrate the Santo Nino. Not only did these letters circulate in the US, but also to the mayor and 
governor of Cebu. They all replied with messages which were included in the Fiesta's program. 


The Santo Nino Fiesta received numerous Proclamations as one of the most beautiful celebrations, and 
recognition of the continuing friendship and outstanding achievements of the Filipino-American 
community in the City. 


All endorsed and applauded the celebration each year, and each year the number of devotees increased. 


During the Fiesta, streets in San Francisco were closed to allow the procession and sinulog to take place 
with the Santo Nino raised above our heads. 


19 years later a marble altar was constructed to enthrone the Statue of the Santo Nino inside St. Joseph 
Church in San Francisco. She authored and endorsed, St Joseph's Church- La Chapella del Santo Nino de 
Cebu in the United States, a City landmark. Voted unanimously by the San Francisco landmarks board, 
January 16, 1980 resulting in the construction of the National Shrine of the Filipinos in America and the 
Marble Altar in St. Joseph's Church. In 1987 the Church became one of the casualties hit by the strong 
earthquake in the City and later closed its door. 
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Before doing so, US Congress passed a Resolution in recognition of the Shrine as part of National 
Registry of Cultural and Historical Places. The Vatican and Pope John Paul II sent an Apostolic Blessing 
for this accomplishment. 


Collaborating with friends and family other chapters were formed in New York, Los Angeles, Germany 
and Australia just to name a few. 


Thank you Santo Nino de Cebu Association International for carrying on your legacy and Sally’s legacy. 
Thank you for keeping the devotion to the beloved Santo Nino alive for 50 years. Thank you to all its 
members and supporters. She may not be here. I’m sure she is looking down with a big smile and 
heartfelt love for the Santo Nino de Cebu Association International for carrying on.

I thought I knew our Dad but actually did not, his history that is. After chatting with a few friends, none 
of us did. Our Dad's never shared their life's history. I always thought he migrated to the United States 
with my Mom in 1950 resulting from his service in the US Army. 


In 2017 1 learned more. For Filipino History Month the local Asian Community Center (ACC) hosted an 
event with viewing of two films, and had a historical display of Filipino Veterans. One of the films was so 
moving, which was actual footage of what the Filipino soldiers endured during the war. Heartbreaking. 
This prompted me to find out more about him, so I contacted our step-Mom, Nanay Frances, to find out if 
she had any records of his military service. Equipped with my laptop, flatbed scanner and, with Cati, we 
visited Nanay Frances and discovered a wealth of information. 


We discovered his participation in the US Army. We are so proud to learn of his achievements, 
and that he was a scout! 


We also learned that he had been living in the United Stales since the 1930's. Wow! Before enlisting in 
the US Army in 1942 at age 32, he worked in an Alaskan cannery and for farms in California. 

Dad was born in 1911 in Makato, Aklan. Mom and Dad were married in Cebu, Philippines February 5, 
1950. Mom, soon after, migrated to the US. 


Dad was an easy-going guy. He belonged to a band, was the lead singer and played the guitar and 
ukelele. I remember we had a vintage record player in the house that played 78’s! He kept us kids in 
line! Weekly we had set chores to be done and he ensured we did them. The house was always tidy. 
He was a great, great cook! Better than Morn. so many precious memories, never forgotten.
